now confined. The wretcbed vidtim of policy foon | 
funk ander themilery of his fate He died; but 
his death came not to be pnblickly kaown, where-' 
as the reft of the fecret had already tranfpired, 

The grandees, of the kingdom, and the nation 
in general, fhocked at his capricious craelty, of 
which they were all liable to become the victims, 
arofe unanimoufly againft the tyrant, and affaffina- 
ted him.  Abofaber’s adventure had long been 
forgonen. An officer of the palace related that 
the king went daily with bread to a maa ip the 
well, and coove:fed with him. This fuggeited 
that he might be the tyrant’s brother, wha had 
been fo cruelly treated. Abofaber was eagerly 
railed from his place of hisconfinement; and be- 
ing taken for the prefumptive heir of the crown, 
before he could fpeak and difcover who he was, 
they hurried him to the bath; arrayed him in the 
royal purple, and placed him on the throne. 

The new king, fill Ready to his principles, re- 
figned himfelf to this. favorable difpenfation of 
Heaven. His afpeét and referved manners difpof- 
ed every one to hope well of histeigny and che 
wildom.of his conde& foon juflified their Mopes.

patiently refigned myfelf to my fate, and Provi- 
dence has raifed me toathrone: while your con- 
doc, marked by caprice, cruelty, and rathne(s, 
I cannot 
help thinking, when I fee you thus left at my dif- 
cretion, ‘that Heaven charges me With the accom- 
pliftment of its decrees, upon you, for an exam- 
ple toto the wicked.”’ 

After this reprimand, and without waiting for 
a reply, Abofaber ordered his officers toltrip the 
fugitive kieg, with all bis train, sod to drive 
them, in that condition, out of the city. His 
orders were initanily obeyed, bat not without oc- 
cafioning fome murmars, Ought an unfortunate 


~prince, who is reduced to fupplicate protection, 


to be fo harhhly treated? This was contrary to 
the Jaws of equity, humanity, and fouad policy. 
Some time after this, Abofaber learning 
that a band of robbers infefted a particular part 
ot his dominions, fent a party of his troops a- 
gaink them, who furprifed, feized, and brought 
them before him. ‘The king knew them to be the 
fame who had deprived him of his children. He 
examined their chief in private. ‘* In fuch a fitu- 
ation,” faid he, “‘ and in fuch a defart, you 
found a man, a woman, and two children. You 
{tripped the father and the mother, and carried 
off the children; .What have you done with 
them ?’” ** Sire,”” replied the chief of the rob- 
bers, ** thofe young men are at prefent among us 
and at your majefty’s difpofal. We are ready al- 
foto furrender up into your hands all that we 
have amafled by rapine; only pardon our crimes, 
grant us life, recetve us into the number of your 
fubjects, and your majefly fhall have no foldiers 
more faithful to their duty, or more attached to 
your fervice.”” Theking received the young men, 
took poffefion of the robbers’ property, and.cau- 
fed them ail to be forthwith beheaded, withoat re- 
gard to their jupplications and complaiats. 
Abofaber’s fabjeéts, when they behéld this fpee- 
dy and fevere infli@ion of panifhment, and recol- 
leted ‘his condugt to thr fugitive prince, were 
aftoni(tied at this change in their monarch’s tem- 
per. ‘* what precipitation is this? {aid they, can 
this be the compaffionate prince who ufed to check 
the Cadi’s hafté to punith, and was continually 
repeating ; ** Stay, examine, do nothing rafhly ; 
have patience !’’——-Their’ furprife was already 
great, but was foon raifed to a higher pitch by a 
new incident. 
A gentleman came to complain of his wife — 
Abofaber, before hearing him, faid, ‘* Bring 


your wife hither. If I muft hear your complaints, - 








it is bet jo& thac at the fame time | hear what the 
The gentleman went out 
and foon after returned with his wife. Scarcely 
had the king feen her, when he ordered her to be 
conducted into che interior apartments o, the pa- 
lace, and the gentleman who complained of her 
to be beheaded’ - His orders wereexecuted. His 
vizier, officers, and all his divan now murmuned 
fo loudly that Abofaber could not avoid hearing. 
Such an att of violence had never been feen ; it 
was unexampled barbarity. The kiog whom they 
had dethroned and flain, had never done any 
thing fo fhockingly tyrannical ; and this brother 
ther of his from the well, whofe firft aéts befpoke 
fo much fagacity and predence, could, with great 
coolnefs perform deeds of craelty which only mad- 
nefs could excufe. Abofaber, patiently heard 
thefe complaints, and then beckoning with his 
hand, to command fileece, {poke thus; 

‘* Viziers, cadi’s, and officers of jaftice, and 
all you vaflals of the throne, who hear me! cf 
have uniformly advifed you never to judge rathly. 
You owe me the fame regard which | have requeft- 
ed of you for others... i intreat you, therefore, 
to hear me. I have at Jaft reached a pitch of hap- 
pine’ which I darft not even afpire to; fo many 
eemingly irreconcilable circomftances. were ne- 
ceflary to its accomplifhment. I am indifferent to 
the crown which | wear; I wih, however, to ac. 
quire your efleem, by explaining to you motives 
which have direfted my condué. 1 am not the 
brother of your late king, whom you judged un- 
worthy to reign. [I ama man of humble birth. 
Being perfecuted, ruined, and driven out of my 
own country, I took refuge here, after feeing my 
wife and two children ravithed from me by the 
way. Irefigned myfelf pioufly to the ftroke of 
fate. Astentered this city, I was feized, and 
compelled to join the workmen who were building 
the palace. Io full convétion, that patience is 
the moft effential of all virtues to the prefent fate 
of man, I exhorted one of my fellow-labourers to 
bear with refignation the dreadful misfortune of 
breaking his leg, which befell him.” Sogreata 
virtue is patience, faid J, that it will fometimes 
raife aman who may have been thrown into the 
depth of a well, :to the elevation of a throne. 
The King my predeceffor, heard me. He was 
enraged at the maxim, and inftantly caft me into 
a well, from the bottom of which you raifed me 
to a throne. When a neighbouring king, who 
had been expelled from his dominions by an ufur- 


;per,.came to implore my affillance, I difcovered 


him to be the fovreign of my native couctry, 
who had banifhed me from his dominions, and 
confifcated all my effe&is. I had not been the on- 
ly obje& of his capricious cruelty ; I had feen his 
whole fubje&ts groan under his opprefiion. The 
robbers whom | punifhed with feeming feverity, 
had torn my children from me, had reduced me 
to the loweft extremity or mifery. The cavali¢r 
whom I made to be beheaded, had violently ra« 
vifhed from me my wife. 

** My view in inflicting thefe punifhments wag 
not merely to avenge myfelf for the offences 
which I bad foffered. Confidering myfelf as the 
fovereigw of thefe dominions, by your voluntary 


choice, and as an inftrument in the hand of God, 
I could not think myfelf at liberty to indulge a 
weak clemency, aofavourable alike to your fecu- 
rity and your power; it was my duty to fulfil. the 
decrees of Providence upon perfons who were un- 
deniably guilty, and to cat off from fociety, mem- 
bers fo inimical to peace. A tyrannical king, re- 
gardie(s of the laws, and guided only by caprice 
and paflion, is a fcourge to his people. If it be 
criminal to attempt his life, it is ftill more fo, 
however, to lend him afliftance which might ena- 
ble him to renew his croelty, and to gratify all 
the ferocity aad malignity of his heart. It is e- 
ven prudent to diveit him of the means of being 
hurttal to mankind. Robbers, whole trade it is to 
attack caravans asd pillage travellers. who have 
formed none but licentious habits, can néver be- 
come ufeful and refpectable citizens. Still lefs do 
they deferve to be admitted to the honour of de- 
fending their country. Banithment only reftores 
‘them to their original condition, augments their 
nombers, and renews their crimes. He who has 
ravifhed a woman is a monfter in fociety. It is an 
aét of benificenée to free the earth of him. He 
who can be guilty of this crime ill hardly hefi- 
tate at the commitlion of any other. r 

** Thefe are the motives of my condu&. Ri- 
gour is more painful to me than any perfon elfe. 
-But I fhould be enworthy of my peoples confi- 
dence, and thould be wanting to the duties of a 
fovereign, if I fuffered fach inttances of umdoubt- 
ed guilt wo efcape unpunifhed. If I have exceed- 
ed the bounds of authority intrafted to me, I am 
ready to refign it back into your hands. Now 
that my wife and children are reftored to me by 
the favour of the Almighty, all that [ have farther 
.to with for you, is, that you may enjoy peace and 
happinefs under a wifer government than mine.”’ 

Abolaber thus fisifhed his defence. Admira- 
tion and refpeét held the whole aflembly for fome- 
time filent. But they foon cxtlaimed with one 
voice, ** Long live Abolaker! Long live our 
Prince | Long live the patient monarch! May he 
live forever! And may his reign be everlafting |” 

The king returnitig into his apartment, called 
his wife and children; and after indulging the 
mild impulle of natural <ffection, “* See,”’ faid 
he to his wite, ‘‘ the fruits of patience, and the 
coniequences of precipitation ; lay afide your pre- 
judices ; ©imprefs theie great -thruths apop the 
minds of our children: the eye of Providence is 
wpon the! righteous and the wicked ; ‘and the Di- 
vine Juttwe- and Wildom difpences rewatds aud 
punifhments with an infallibie and impartial hand. 
The patient man, who refigas himfelf to the will 
of Providence, is fooner or later crowned with 
glory.”
